:" a handful of members is necessary to 

5 carry out this programme, and indications 
are that there will be but a handful here. 

This is something new in legislative pro- 
cedure, but Tom Reed has proved himself 
an adept in the creation of parliamentary 
novelties. His capacity for springing leg- 
isiative surprises is only limited by - his 
opportunities—and they are plenty. 

What This One Means. 

The purpose of this iatest move of 
has been clearly set forth in the 
speaker's utterances. He intends to 
erce the senate. He proposes to show the 
gentlemen at the other end of the capitol 
that there is one man who has the power 
' to inject life into them. 

His primary object is to put fire on the 
backs of the senators and force them to 
hurry. along the administration tariff pill. 
To do this he intends that the house shai} 
transact no bustness iwhatever—that it 
shall not, in fact, be in session to divert 
the attention of the public from the sen- 
ate. 

The first step in his programme was his 
refusal to appoint committees. He has 
named just three—the committee on rules, 
which lays down the law as to proced- 
ure in the house, and which is really the 
speaker himself; the committee on mile- 
age, which simply audits the mileage ac- 
counts of members and paves the way 
for this legal raid om the treasury, and 
the committee on ways and means to 
take charge of the tariff bill. Those three— 
no more. And he intends to appoint none 
others until the regular session. 

It was thought that the failure of the 
four big appropriation bills by Cleveland's 
failure to sign them would necessitate a 
change in his announced policy, and that 
he would have to mame the appropria- 
tions, naval affairs and Indian affairs com- 
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stuff. There were many kicks from mem- { 
bers of his own party, but the kickers 
weakened at a glance of the speaker's eye. 

Absolutely No Business. 

The appropriation bills were put through 
and promptly sent to the senate. Then 
the tariff bill was pushed along in almost 
as summary a manner. 

With that done the house had accom- 
plished everything that its speaker inought 
it ought. It had reached the Hmit, and so 
the original plan of da,r-to-day adjourn- 
ment was set in motion. 

Under the rules, the house cannot ad- 
journ for a longer time than three days. 
Had it been possible, Reed would have 
had an adjournment for a month. 
His idea is to absovlutely elimi- 
nate the house from public con- 
sideration, and while an adjournment for 
a month or two months would do this most 
effectually, this three-day adjournment 
policy, with no action taken during the 
few minutes each third day when the 
house is in session, will bring about prac- 
tically the same result. 

There is absolutely no business before the 
house. There’.is absplutely nothing the 
members can do except adjourn. 

True, there have been introduced a great 
many bills, general and private, but there 
are no committees to which these can be re- 
ferred, and hence there is no way to €et 
them before the house. Except for the re- 
»publican policy of “focusing the attention 
{ot the- on the-enate, these. spring 
and summer taagt might be devoted by 
the house to the consideration of such 
general legislation as the immigration bill, 
the pooling bili, the bankruptcy bill and 
} the anti-scalping bill, or to the hundreds 
of private bills which are of importance to 
those interested. 

The Democratic Position. 

Some leading democrats urged that at 
Saturday’s session of the house, when this 
adjournment policy may be said to have 
been formally put into effect, the democrats 
ought-to make a grand stand display of de- 
| sire to proceed to business. They went, to 
Mr. Bailey with these suggestions. 

“No,” said he, “that is not my idea. I 
am not much of a believer in that kind 
of methods. The country clearly under- 
stands that the responsibility for the 
house’s action is with the republicaris. We 
| are here to take up such legislation as the 
republicans may propose, but if they pro- 
pose none we are powerless, and the cou.i- 
try knows that so well that it is not neces- 
sary for-us fo keep reiterating declarations 
to that effect. Moreover,the democratic idea 
is that any general legislation they might 
‘propose would be vicious, and we believe 
we are doing the country a.service when 
we prevent the enactment of such legisla- 
tion. To urge them to go ahead with other 
measures would be aiding in the passage 
of such measures, for they ee the power 
| to pass any thing they choose.’ 

So there has been no filibustering and no 
grandstand play. The democrats are ready 
to do business whenever the majority 
brings it forward and furnishes the ma- 

| chinery for its proper consideration. The 

responsibility is with the republicans. 

Will the Reed Plan Be Effective? 
What the effect’ of this adjournment 
comedy will be it is too early to say. 

The first effect.is no what the adminis- 
tration leaders had counied on. The repub- 
licans of the senate have shown decided re- 
} sentment at the coércion® programme, and 
taey declare their intention to take their 
own good time with the tariff bill as with 
all other measures. 

They may maintain that attitude for 
some time yet, but the senators are human 
and they are between two fires. On the 
one side is a president holding up the pat- 
ronage which their constituents want so 
badly; on the other, stand the people of the 
country who are chafing at the delay in 
the arrival of the much desired prosperity. 
How long they will stand out against these 
two fires it is hard to say. 

Until they succumb members of the house 
might just as well remain at home. Here 
they are only useful to the keepers of ho- 
tels and boarding houses. Republican mem- 
bers mav have to be here in the interest of 
their office-seeking constituents, but the 
democrats are as useless as Weyler’s trocha 
has proved. & OHL.

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Washington, April 4.—In congress this 
week it is said that Acting Chairman Da- 
vis, of the foreign relations committee, does 
rot intend to press the arbitration treaty 
for final consideration during the present 
week. 

The debate cn the treaty has been pro- 
tracted, and now that the last amendment 
permissible has been offered and voted 
upon and the convention as a whole is in 
the shape in which it must be finally rati- 
fied or rejected, there appears to be a 
disposition to bolt for a short session. 
Several reasons combine to make such a 
policy probable. 

No arrangement has yet been made 
with respect to pairs on the final vote 
and as this is a matter solely between 
individual senators, some time must en- 
sue before the pairs can be adjusted, aris- 
ing out of the facet that two aftirmative 
votes will be paired with one negative 
one, the action of the senate being de- 

manded by a two-thirds. vote. It is also 
understood that Chairman Davis desires 
to permit the state department to have 
a few days in- which to study the changes 
that have been made in the treaty. Un- 
less, therefore, some one desires to speak 
on the subject, Mr. Davis will not move 
an executive session for the purpose of 
continuing the debate until several days 
have elapsed. The chances of the ratifi- 
cation of the treaty remain precarious. 

The senate appropriations committee re- 
ported the agricultural bill early in the 
session and it may be called up at any 
time. By Tuesday the sundry civil bill 
and the Indian bill will be ready. The 
latter bill will no doubt lead to some d's- 
cussion, owing to one or two senate amend- 
ments that will open the door to the fight 
that was made over this bill at the iast 
session. 

Mr. Elkins, of West Virginia, will de- 
liver a speech tomorrow on his bill pro- 
viding fora 10 per cent discriminating 
tax on goods brought to the United States 
in ships not those of this country. This 
speech has been prepared with great care 
and treats of this subject exhaustively. 
The purpose of the bill is indorsed by a 
plank in the national republican platform 
and has been approved in the state ccn- 
ventions of fifteen states. Mr. Elkins 
intends to force the-bill to the front ard 
believes that this congress will enact it 
into law. While the subject has been 
touched upon in discussion, it has never 
been so fully and thoroughly treated as 
it will be by Mr. Elkins tomorrow. 

The bankruptcy bill still remains the

ar. 

Unless the senate shall have »vassed one 
or more of the eppropriation bills now on 
its calendar by Wednesday, when the 
hcvse of representatives meets, another 
adjournment will be taken by that bcdy 
until Saturday.

Jacksonville, Fla., April 4—A telephone 
message from Fernandina to The ‘imés- 
Union states that the tug Alexander Jones 
was brought in there late last night in 
charge of an officer from the cruiser Ve- 
suvius. The government vessel came in 
today. The tug was seized on Cumberland 
Sound on suspicion of being a filiouster- 
ing boat, but -as nothing suspicious was

of violating the navigation laws, teing 
without lights when seized by the Vesu- 
vius. The cruiser was out all night and 
her appearance spoiled a large expedition 
that was ready to sail from that place.

DOES NOT BELIEVE HIM A FOOL 


SECRETARY SHERMAN ABOUT 
SANGUILLY REPORT. 


Says if Julio Should Go to Cuba and 
Aid the Insurgents He Would 
Be Foolish. 


Washington, April 4.—Secretary Sherman 
makes a statement of importance to Ameri- 
cans who are Active in Cuban matters. 
When asked about the reported intention of 
Julio Sanguilly, who had arrived at Jack- 
sonville with aids to go to Cuba, he replied: 

“T don’t believe he will go. If he should 
be so foolish he would have to take his life 
into his own hands. We should never inter- 
fere in his behalf again, but would have to 
let things take their course. I have his 
written pledge not to take am active part in 
the insurrection in any way; so has Spain, 
and they could kill him without ceremony. 
No, I think. he would not be such a fool.’’ 

The piedge referred to was made by San- 
guilly in January just before his pardon by 
the queen regent of Spain and was signed 
voluntarily in Gpanish and English and 
handed to Consul General Lee. , 

The Spanish copy went to the Spanish au- 
thorities and the one in English is now on 
Secretary Gherman’s desk and reads: 


Affirmation of Julio Sanguilly. 

“I, Julio Sanguilly, an American citizen 
confined at Cabana fortress, Havana, do 
hereby sacredly affirm to the United States 
end to Spain that if I 4m released by par- 
don of the latter government I will leave 
and remain away from Cuba and will not 
aid directly or indirectly the present insur- 
rection against the government of Spain, 
and I hereby promise that should I do so 
at any time I will not claim the protecticn 
of the United States government. 

“T certify that this pledge is given of my 
own free will and wHieut compulsion on 
pert of any one. 

“Fortress Cabana, Havama, January 21, 
1897. ‘JULIO SANGUILLY. 

“Witnesses, Ergesto Lafosca, Donnell 
Rockwell.”’ 2 

“Tf Sanguilly makes any attempt to carry 
out his reported intention of leaving for 
Cuba the United States will be powerless to 
stop him, unless he goes with an armed 
expedition, but grave fears are expressed 
at the state department that the departure 
of Ganguilly at this time might seal the 
fate of other Americans imprisoned in

His Letter in Full. 

London, Mareh 25.—Editor Constitution: 
There has been such a well-planned and 
unwarranted attack made upon me fre- 
cently in The New York Tribune that I am 
obliged to contradict the libel, and in doing 
so must refer to some matters of a purely 
personal character, and which the general 
public cares but little Lying news travels 
rapidly, and for fear that some of my 
friends may not fully understand the cal- 
umnious falsehoods that have been printed 
and the reasons therefor, I must ask The 
Constitution to publish this statement. 

In 1888, when the new administration took 
the affairs of government, I was appointed 
vice and deputy consul general at Paris. 
At that time I was practicing law in that 
city and had been established there for 
five years. My official duties necessitated 
giving up the general practice of law, 
though I still retained an interest in my of- 
fice. In addition to the salaries paid by the 
government to the consular officers there 
are certain fees, known as unofficial fees, 
which consular officers are allowed to 
charge for services rendered. Besides 


these, there are unofficial fees charged for | 


legal services by lawyers: who represent 
the consulate when their services are re- 
quired, for the preparation of contracts, 
rawing wills and like professional work 
one for American @n@ other clients. The 


# consul general, as is perfectly legitimate 


and as has always been done, received his 
* share of these fees. In addition to ins, 
’ he thought: he shouldughare ‘equally with 
Pee wing from my interest in 
the law office. It was thus that a differ- 
ence of opinion arose between the consul 
general and myse¢jf. I am @ligea to refer 
to this that it may be clearly and distinct- 
ly known that no irregularities of any 
kind whatever arose in the consulate. The 
rock upon which the consul general and I 
split and parted was upon an adjustment 
of private fees. Even this might possibly 
have been avoided had the spirit of loyalty 
to me from one to whom, if any one on 
earth, loyalty was due, had been shown. 
But a romance was being piayed then— 
it’s a stern reality now—in which the beau- 
tiful jardin des Tuileries was made the 
theater, where my loyal friend played the 
. role of Romeo. It was there, too, he went 
to hear the nightingale sing while he com- 
mitted to memory Napoleon's leve letters 
to Josephine to recite to his ‘“‘princess.’’ 
(Some of my Atlanta frien@s will appre- 
, Ciate this.) All this spoiled his great in- 
tuitions and he forgot business interests. 
This, perhaps, is the real cause of his dis- 
loyaity to me. 
Why He Resigned. 
I handed to the consul general my resig- 
nation as vice and deputy consul general 
on February 19, 1896. It was only accepted 
“by him in June last, and at that time for- 
warded to Washington. So far as an in- 
timation that any irregularities in the gov- 
ernment’s money is concerned, I have only 
to say that it is absolutely false and de- 
void of even the semblance of truth. Not 
one.penny of the government’s money ever 
came into my hands. It was not part of 
my official functions. As regards the ab- 
surd story that I connived at the under- 
-Waluation of goods shipped.from France to 
the United States, any one who knows 
anything about the system of consular in- 
voices knows this could not possibly be 
true. I don’t believe I know or ever saw 
half a dozen shippers during the entire 
time I was connected with the consulate. 
_ When invoices are brought to the consulate 
they are given to the invoice clerk; he 
numbers them and hands them ‘to another 
clerk to be entered in the invoice book; this 
clerk in turn passes them to a special 
agent for a close inspection. There are 
three special agents of the United States 
government at the consulate in Paris, thus 
each invoice passed through the hands of 
three special agents before they were final- 
ly brought to me for my official signature. 
4The charge that I extorted a fee of $200 
from the French government is laughable. 
I may or may not have been employed as 
counsel for the French government, but if 
I have I doubt very seriously if the French 
government escaped with so light a fee. I 


: # _ frankly admit that I am not a cheap law- 


yer; in fact, the reputation I made in Paris 
as a lawyer, if anything, was certainly 
not that my charges were ever too low.

CUT HIS THROAT WITH RAZOR 


DUBUQUE PHYSICIAN COMMITS 
' §$UICIDE IN CHICAGO PARK 


Walking BeSide His Friend, Dr. Wal- 
ton Suddenly Takes His Life with 
a Keen Blade, 


Chicago, April 4.—Dr. J. P. Walton, a 
well-known physician of Dubuque, Ia., com- 
mitted suicide in a sensational manner in 
Lincoln park this afternoon, He was walk- 
ing along one of the driveways with a 
friend when suddenly he drew a razor from 
his pocket and cut his throat, dying in a 
few minutes. 

Dr. Walton arrived in_the city this morn- 
ing in company with Dr. Ss. S. Lindsay, 
also of Dubuque, both men registering at 
the Palmer house. Shortly before noon they 
walked out together to view some of the 
points of interest in the city and about 1 
o’clock arrived at Lincoln park. 


The driveways were thronged with vehie- — 


cles and bicycles. Many persons were 
Walking and the seats throughout the park 
were filled. Almost up to the-very moment 
Dr. Walton took his life he had been talke 
ing pleasantly to his companion. 

Suddenly he walked rapidly ahead and as 
the razor flashed in the sunlight a scream 
went up from many throats. The act was 
witnessed by a Jarge number of persons 
who had gone to the park to enjoy the 
beautiful spring weather, but almost be- 
fore Dr. Lindsay or any of the horrified 
spectators could reath him the physician 
expired. | 

Dr. Lindsay knows no cause for Walton's 
act. He believes, however, that the man 
was suddenly seized with insanity. 


ASSASSINS’ FUNERALS LARGE 


GREAT CROWDS ATTENDED THE 


BURIAL OF BORREGO GANG. 


It Is Now Claimed by Friends of Those 
Executed That Only One 
Was Guilty. 


Santa Fe, N. M., April 4-—The funerals 
of the four Borrego assassins were held 
this morning at 7 o’clock from the Cathe- 
dral, and the promise of the dead men’s 
friends that it would be a. demonstration 
calculated to impress the people that the 
men were unjustly hanged—at least three 
of them—was verified. 

Never before in Santa Fe’s mortuary his- 
tory had such a large mumber of people at- 
tended the last services of the dead, which 
partook in a great measure of a political 
character. The Cathedral was jammed 
with people, and at the close of the ser- 
vices the procession that followed the 
bodies to the grave was the most preten- 
tious ever witnessed here. Tomorrow 
morning at 7 o’clock a requiem mass will 
be sung. , 

Among those who attended the funeral 
was Jose sorrego, a young brother of two 
of the deceased, and who is serying a two- 
years’ sentence in the penitentiary for as- 
sault with intent to.kill, Governor ‘lhorn- 
ton having granted him permission to go 


under guard. It is admitted now even by 


their friends that Frank Borrego killed 
ex-Sheriff’ Shavez, aided by Hipolito Vigil, 
«x-chief of police, who was subsequently 
killed by the sheriff's posse, but the other 
three, they claim, died martyrs.

BASHI BAZOUKS, WHO ASSAILED 
INSURGENTS, GROW DEFIANT. 


European Troops Are Cadled Out To 
Disarm the. Turks, but Have 
Little Success. 


Canea, April 4—The work of disarming 
the bashi bazouks, who took part in the 
sortie Saturday against the Christians who 
were retiring from the peninsula of Akro- 
tiri, began today. A number of gendarmes 
went to the village of Kalieni, where many 
of the Turkish irregular troops are living, 
and demanded the surrender of their arms. 
The bashi bazouks were defiant and boldly 
refused to g‘ve up their weapous. <As a. 
result the European troops were summoned 
and they surrounded the village. Parieying 
with the bathi bazouks went on for an 
hour before any material impression was 
made on them. Finally they consented to 
sive up their weapons, which they did 
with very bad grace, much time being 
occupied in the process of disarming them. 


At other places European troops mounted 


guard at the town gates to prevent the 
bashi bazouks leaving and hiding their 
arms, outside the town. 

A proclamation was issued declaring all 
those who withheld their arms would be 
shat, but this failed of the desired effect, 
rifles were yielded.

WOULD NOT FIRE ON THE TURKS 


COMBINED FLEET MIGHT F*AVE 
STOPPED THE MASSACRE. 


Bashi Bazouks Attacked Insurgents 
Right Under Guns of the Com- 
bined Fleet. 

London, “April 4.—The Canea correspond- 
ent of The Daily News telegraphs to that 


,. paper a description of the fighting that 


took place yesterday on the peninsula of 
Akrotiri. 

He says that about 4,000 Moslem irregu- 
lars streamed along the road from Canea 
to Suda. They passed the international 
forces and were in full view of the foreign 
warships. They began ascending the hills 
toward the insurgent positions and no ef- 
fort was made to stop them. 

Two thousand of them were armed, but 
the others were. without weapons. The 
unarmed Moslems were driving ce 
and carrying baskets. 

A story had circulated that the admi- 
rals were going to allow the insurgents 
to remove inland and’ the Moslems in- 
tended.to pillage their houses after they 
had gone. 

The insurgent fighting force at Akrotiri 
rumbers only about 700 men. When the 
Moslems’ were within two hundred yards 
fof the insurgent: lines’ a parley was~ held 
by the’ leaders. What passed - between 
them is not known. 

Suddenly along both lines there were 
almost coneurrent wolleys. At first the 
insurgents had ‘the advantage and drove 
the Moslems down the hills. The latter ral- 
lied, and, making a flerce charge, drove 
the Christians from their forward posts, 
where a Turkish flag, which is still wav- 
ing, was planted. A moderate estimate 
placed the killed and wounded on each side 
at fifty. 

Major Bor, who is in command of the 
gendarmerie, and two Italian officers as- 
ecended the hill and. parleyed with the 
Moslems, trying to stop the fighting. 
Several of the warships had. loaded their 
guns and were about to shell the Moslems, 
when they saw Major Bor and the Italian 
officers. They then refrained from firing, 
fearing that they would hit them. 

A heavy rain stopped the firing between 
the Christians and the Moslems and the 
latter returned to Canea, . 

Orders had in the meanwhile been given 
that they be disarmed when they arrived 
at the city gate. The first few when they 
reached the gate had their arms taken 
from’ them, After a short rest, ‘the men 
returned along the Suda road and warned 
their approaching comrades, who hid their 
arms. Consequently only a few were ob- 
tained. 

Seven hundred rifles that were distributed 
by the governor remain in fhe town. 

Despite orders that have been given by 
the admirals, the Turkish officials refuse 
to Jiberate three Greeks, who are prisoners 
at Akrotiri. 


WILL NOT ACCEPT RESIGNATION 


Emperor Francis Joseph Again Con- 
firms the Badeni Cabinet. 

Vienna, April 4—The cabinet crisis 
brought about by the resignation Fri- 
day of Count Badeni, prime minister, and 
the other members of the ministry has 
ended by Emperor Francis Joseph refus-

General Cobb’s Letters. 

The last installment of the extracts from 
the letters of General Thomas R. R. Cobb 
was published in today’s issue of The Ban- 
mer. These letters have attracted much 
attention, throwing as they do much light 
on the unwritten history of the confed- 
eracy. 

This concluding article ends as follows: 

*‘December 10, 1862—I do not now antici- 
pate a battle at this place, at least for some 
time. Do not be uneasy about my being 
‘rash.’ The bubble reputation cannot drag 
me into folly. God helping me, I will do 
my duty when called upon, trusting the 
consequences to Him.” 


Three days later the attack @as made on 


Fredericksburg. Standing behind the 
stone wall in the telegraph road General 
Cobb was struck by a shot fired from a 
gun in the yard of ‘‘Federal Hill,’’ placed, 
it was said. beneath the windows of the 
very room in which his mother was mar- 
ried. The femoral artery was severed and 
death soon ensued.

DESIRES TO DROP FEMALE 


WESLEYAN COLLEGE IS THE TI- 
TLE THE COLLEGE WANTS. 


Faculty Gives Reasons for the Change. 
Slow Construction of Ocmulgee’s 
New Bridge—Other News. 


Macon, Ga., April 4.—(Special.)}—-The name 
of Wesleyan Femgle college of Macon, the 
oldest chartered female college in the 
world, may be changel. At a recent meet- 
ing of the faculty of the college the fol- 
lowing resolution was unanimously adopt- 
ed: 

‘Resolved, That the faculty of Wesleyan 
Female college hereby petitions the board 
of ‘trustees of the college to have the name 
of the institution changed to Wesleyan 
college, giving as our reasons for so peti- 
tioning the following: 1. The present name 
is of doubtful correctness as to the use 
of the term ‘female.’ 2. There seems to be 
no more reason why we should speak of 
Wesleyan Female college than of Emory 
Male college, Harvard Male university, 
Chicago Male and Female university. 3. 
The name is antiquated and was given at 
a time when it was an unusual thing to 
have colleges for young ladies. Now they 
are numerous, and those of prominence 
more recently established have not the ‘fe- 
male’ in their names, e. g., Vassar, Welles- 
ley, Bryn-Mawr, Smith, etc.”’ 

The New Bridge. 

Mr. F. J. P. Brackett, of Cincinnati, 
president of the Brackett Bridge Company, 
is at the Hotel Lanier. His company has 
the contract for building the new bridge 
over the Ocmulgee river at the foot of 
Spring street, and he has come to Macon 
to see how the work is progressing. The 
construction of the bridge has been very 
slow. It was commenced far back in last 
year, but has been delayed from various 
causes, freshets and other reasons. It 
was expected that the bridge would have 
been completed by the first of last Decem- 
ber, but the substructure is not finished 
yet. The Brackett Bridge Company con- 
tracted with the commissioners of Bibb 
county to build the bridge for $16,000 and 
gave a bond for $32,000 for the faithful 
performance of the work. It is generally 
believed that as far as the work has pro- 
gressed the company has lost money. By 
the ‘terms of the contract the county has 
not yet made a payment on the bridge. 
The first payment is to be made when 
the substructure is finished, and this pay- 
ment is to be 75 per cent of the estimated 
cost of the substructure and 50 per cent of 
the cost of the material to be taid or used 
on the substructure. The county is ready 
to make payment whenever the, terms of 
the contract have been compli with. In 
addition ‘to the $16,000 to be paid by the 
county to the company, the company also 
has a contract of $6,000 with the city of 
Macon and the Southern railroad to build 
the approaches on the west side of the 
bridge. The city and railroad will each 


pay $3,000 
Legal Matters.

Americus, Ga., April 4.—(Special.j)—While 
the fruit crop in other parts of the state 
may have beem injured by the late freeze, 
no material damage has resulted in this 
section so far as reported. Peach trees are 
heavily loaded with fruit, and it now seems 
that it will be necssary to take off a con- 
siderable portion to prevent the trees break- 
ing down later on. If the crop has been 
damaged the fact is not apparent and fruit 
growers are looking forward to a fine yield, 
especially of peaches, plums and pears. 
Many orchards have been put out in this 
immediate section within the past two or 
three years, that of the De Soto Plantation 
Company numbering 21,000 trees. This lat- 
ter orchard was omly planted recently and 
will not yield a crop for a year or two yet, 
but the industry is rapidly growing in 
this and adjoining counties.

SERVICES AT THE OTHER CHURCHES 


Delegates to State Baptist Convention 
Heard Eloquent Discourses from 
: Eminent Divines. 


Gainesville, Ga. April 4.—(Special.)—If 
the pattering raindrops and the drowsy 
influences of dampness contribute to sound 
sleep, then the seven sleepers of Ephesus 
have been distanced by the citézens of 
Gainesville and their visitors, for there 
was rain, rain, rain,-continuously, for all 
the days of this convention. 

Everybody slept last night, hoping for a 
bright Sunday, but the opening eyes 
looked out upon a day already opened, 
dark, dreary, rainy and dispiriting. 

However, the people are now used to 
the water, having paddled through it for 
three days and three times a day, so when 
the bells pealed forth for Sunday school, the 
‘children and old folks turned out and 
the houges of worship of the two Baptist, 
two Methodist and Presbyterian churches 
were well filled. 

At the First Baptist Sunday school Pro- 
fessor A. W. Van Hoose superintended, 


while his lovely, venerable mother presided 


at the organ.

“attendance this morning. Dr. J. M. Frost, 


of Nashville, and Dr. R. H. Willingham, 
of Richmond, made addresses. Dr. 
Frost lectured on the Sunday school lesson 
of the day. Dr. Willingham gave an in- 
teresting account of a missionary tour 
that he had lately made in Mexico. 

Long before the Sunday school service 
was over the house was packed and the 
aisles filled with chairs. . 

The singing was inspiring; the whole 
service was helpful as an approach to 
the service of the next hour.

At ll o’clack Dr. W. W. Landrum, of 
Atlanta; BE. V. Baldy, of Kentucky; Dr. 
R. G. Seymour, of Philadelphia; Dr. 8. Y. 
Jameson, of Atlanta, and Dr. Wynne, the 
pastor, came upon the platform, and the 
following services were held: First, a 
beautiful anthem by the choir and orches- 
tra of the Georgia seminary. In passing, 
I will say no doubt the seminary has 
contributed greatly and in many ways to 
the culture and progress of the Baptist 
church and the whole community. 

“All Hail the Power of Jesus’ Name’ 
was sung by the vast congregation. 

Dr. Wynne read selections from the thir- 
teenth chapter of Mark. 

Prayer by Dr. Seymour. 

‘“‘Nearer, My God, To Thee” was ten- 
dered as a solo, in a highly artistic style 
by Mrs. Samson, of the seminary. Dr. 
Landrum took his text from Mark, xill, 34: 
“And to every man his work.”’ 

“Our Lord Jesus Christ found the ideas 
of men upside down, consequently He set 
himself to make it right side up. The 
Roman conception of man was the soldier. 
The Greek said: ‘No, an artist;’ Egypt 
said, ‘A philosopher;’ far-off India said, 
‘You are all wrong, the ideal man is a 
hermit dreamer.’ Christ discarded all 
these and said, “The true man is a worker 
in his appropriate department.’ He said 
‘My Father worketh hitherto, and I 
work;’ and He spent most of His life in 
manual labor. 

“My object is to impress upon you the 
divine truth that every man has his im- 
perative work to do in God’s kingdom— 
the sick can live by the gospel and so 
preach by submission to God’s providence, 
The bed-ridden saint of a score of years 
of sickness may be a mighty power in the 
church. The church member devoted to 
politics, giving large sums of money to 
his party, and lifting his voice in eloquence 
on the hustings, but conspicuous at prayer 
meeting and church meetings only by his 
absence is an instance of misused power. 

“Some excuse themselves because they 
have small endowments. Let them remem- 
ber that it was the man of one talent 
that was condemned for hiding it away 
in the earth, and the widow with her 
smallest offering was most highly com- 
mended by our Lord in the tgmple.” 

He dilated on the diversities of gifts, by 
the same spirit, suggesting lines on which 
a church may be highly developed in spir- 
itual, practical, and directing or governing 
classes; also a teaching class; further, a 
charitable or benevolent class and a do- 
mestic class, 

“Georgia needs better homes and better 
fathers. God be praised for Christian 
homes and wives who are chaste keepers 
at home; who are busy nursing their chil- 
dren, and caring for the sick and have no 
time to come to Georgia Baptist conven- 
tions and read essays that electrify the 
visiting sisters! 

“Smash every Sunday school,’ scatter 
every mission circle, discolor every church, 
rather than to neglect the home or fail to 
buttress it with every help and every grace! 

“No one disciple can do another disciple’s 
work. To every man his own work.” 

His relation of his own experience with 
his first church, in which he had six wo- 
men and one man, was interesting 
and amusing. The church was Greenville, 
Miss., now a good, strong body, with the 
whole city under water. 

He thinks the pastor must not take the 
place of any other member. He does not 
think that any member should take the 
place of his pastor. Let each man stick to 
his job; some are called to preach Christ; 
some to plow corn. 

In conclusion he exhorted all to return 
home and redouble their activity in practi- 
cal, substantial work—hard work for 
Christ.

is almost conclusive proof of his in- 
sanity. 

Within the last few months the em- 
peror’s freaks have been increasing in 
number and peculiarity. Not very long 
ago he arrayed himself in a surplice 
and delivered a sermon to the officers of 
his yacht on the goodness of the Al- 
mighty in giving to the empire such a 
wise ruler as himself. His mental dis- 
temper frequently asserts itself in vio- 
lent fits of passion, during which periods 
he acts more like a maniac than a ra- 
tional being. Still another peculiarity of 
the emperor in his present condition 
is a lack of purpose.

CAME FROM NEW ORLEANS 


Flirted With the Girls, Forged a Few 
Notes and Was Caught. 


HE REFUSES TO GIVE HIS NAME 


Suspicious Actions of the Young Man 
Caused a Letter to Be Written 
to Chief Connolly. 


Is the mysterious young man who is

Memphis after all no less a person than 
Atlanta’s famous Otis Smith? 

There was a decided ripple of excitement 
in Chief Connolly’s office Saturday when 


& telegram came stating that a full de- 


scription of a young man had been for- 
warded to Atlanta for identification. The 
telegram stated that the man held was 
thought to be a party who was badly 
wanted in this city, and called on Chief 
Connolly to investigate the case thor- 
oughly. 

The man arrested in Memphis came to 
the Bluff City several day? ago and since 
his arrest it has developed that he is direct 
fromr New Orleans. He is quite a society 
swell and the collateral circumstinces 
point to a strong supposition that the 
Memphis man is Otis Smith under an as- 


' 6umed name. 


Yesterday afternoon the description care 
and it seems to all to more firmly clinch 
the conviction that Smith is now in prison 
in Memphis for embezzling. 

The letter from the Memphis chief of 
police says: 

“J. E. Thomas, a well-dressed, handsome 
and bright young fellow, was given a pre- 
liminary trial yesterday on a charge of 
forgery in the police court, and after the 
witnesses for the prosecution had been 
heard he waived examination and was 


‘bound over to the criminal court. 


. “Thomas’s case is a peculiar one, and 
it is evident from the evidence produced 
at the trial and the actions of the prisoner 
that he is a fugitive from justice. He came 
to Memphis from New Orleans last Fri- 
day on one of the Anchor Line steamboats. 
He put up at the Peabody hotel. He was 
met on the steamboat by other parties 
who are well known here in Memphis, and 
who are stopping at the same hotel. His 
easy conversation, good humor and tasty 
dregs soon made him friends. On the Feat 
he became acquainted with several ladies, 
eome of whom lived in Memphis, and it is 
probable that through this acquaintance 
he gained the information on which he 
tricd the tricks which have resulted so 
Gisastrously for him.’’ 

The character of the Memphis forgeries 
is not given, but the authorities there 
have the impression that Thomas is an 
Atlanta man. The description of the man 
and his general style is so much similar 
to Emith that the case is being investigated 
by Chief Connolly, and if the sensational 
features which appear on the face of the 
case develop that Thomas is really Simith, 
it will be one of the most unique catches 
that the detectives have had in a long 

while, Themas is a small man, dressed 
in the height of style, and is a gfeat ladies’ 
mr. 

Thomas was hunted for several days, 
and at last the detectives located him at 
the Chesapeake and Ohio depot in the 
act of boarding a north-bound train. He 
was standing near the steps leading up 
to the platform reading a letter, and as 
s00n as he saw the men watching him he 
hurriedly put the letter in his pocket. When 
the officers had him in the “hurry-up” 
wagon going to the station house Thomas 
took the letter from his pocket and tore 
it up before the men could take it away 
from him. It is said that the postmark 
of the envelope was Atlanta, and that the 
prisoner was anxious to destroy it before 
the officers got their hands on it. He re- 
fuses to give his real name and had noth- 
ing at all on his person to indicate his 
right name or his place of residence. 
Thomas is a swell looking man and has 
every appearance of having been a “high 
roller’’ somewhere.

Mr. O’Byrne 
thinks it’s a fight made on him by At- 
lantians who dislike him because he is an 
outside man, and the opposing directors 
believe that ‘Mr. O’Byrne is actuated in all 
that he is doing by purely personal mo- 
tives, and that he is anxious to keep the 
association in the hands of the receiver 
because he will make thousands of dollars 
in receiver's fees. % 

Mr. Joe Maddox, who made the motion 
to have the receiver removed and put the 
association into the hands of the direc- 
tors, is emphatic in the declaration that 
the association can be run to much greater 
advantage to the stockholders if taken 
out of the receiver’s hands. He is deter- 
mined in his efforts to dissolve the re- 
ceivership, and from what he says, the 
action of the meeting Friday was only a 
starter.

Kellogg was attacked with a stroke of 
paralysis, from which he has never fre- 
covered. For a long time the gallant sol- 
dier struggled between life and death. He 
remains in a critical condition and is con- 
stamtly confined to his’ bed. 

The stroke of paralysis was quite a severe 
one and only the colonel’s remarkable vi- 
tality saved him from succumbing to the 
fearful shock. His constitution is excellent 
and there is yet some hope of Colonel Kel- 
logg’s final recovery, though the chamces 
are slight. 

Colonel Kellogg has thousands of friends 
all over the United States, both in the ser- 
vice and in civil life. Since being in com- 
mand of Fort McPherson. he has become 
exceptionally popular with the Atlanta peo- 
ple. The colonel poss¢sses a charming per- 
sonality and has a knack of making 
friends who forever remain steadfast. He 
has a warm place in the hearts of all who 
know him, afd it is Sincerely hoped by his 
Atlanta admirers that should he be retired 
the colonel will take up his residence in 
this city. 

Colonel Kellogg was promoted to his pres- 
ent rank less than two years ago and placed 
in command of the Fifth regiment. He ts 
now fifty-five years of age and has nine 
more years of service before him until the 
age of retirement is reached. 

Owing to the colonel’s feeble condition 
there is every reason to believe that the 
board will recommend his immediate fre- 
tirement on three-fourths pay. 

It is said that Cofonel Kellogg will be 
succeeded in command of the Fifth by 
Colonel Kline, now on.special duty, who is 
the senior colonel of the United States 
army.

THE BAPTIST FAITH 


The Great Louisrille Divine Preaches a 
Warm Doctrinal Sermon. 


HE UPHOLDS BAPTIST TENETS 


Is Aggressive and Attacks Innova- 
tions of Other Churches. 


INFANT BAPTISM 


BITTER AGAINST 


Says Close ieeendinn and Immersion 
Are Teachings of Christ and All 
Other Modes Are Wrong. 


Dr. W. H. Whitsett, president of the 
Southern Baptist Theological Seminary, 
at Louisville, Ky., delivered a very able 
and learned sermon at the First Baptist 
church yesterday morning. 

The weather was quite inclement and 
many people were prevented from going 
who would otherwise have been delighted 
to have heard the eminent minister: and 
teacher. Still, despite the rain, the church 
building was well filled with a good con- 


gregation. 

Mr. Whitsett’s sermon was of a very ag- 
gressive nature. He made a strong de- 
fense of the Baptist church and struck the 
new methods of preaching the gospel a 
hard blow. He spoke against innovations of 
any nature and said he believed in sticking 
to old-time methods. He taiked considerably 
on the subject of the misusage of the 
English language in reference to churches. 

He announced two texts for his address. 
One was the Bpistle to the Hebrews, xii, 23: 
“To the general assembly and church of 
the first born, which are written in heaven, 
and to God the judge of all, and to the 
spirits of just men made perfect.” 

The other text was First Corinthians 1, 2: 
“‘Unto the church of God which is at 
Corinth, to them that are sanctified in 
Christ Jesus, called to be saints, with all 
that in every place call upon the name of 
Jesus Christ, our Lord, both theirs and 
ours.’”’ 

A synopsis of the sermon follows: 

“Tl want to talk today on the church of 
Christ. First I will say a few words about 
the usages and misusages of the English 
language. In my boyhood days what is now 
called the church was known as the meet- 
ing house; now it’s called entirely a church. 
I do not think this a good change of usage. 
I think a ehurch is a body of God’s people, 
and not a building in which to meet. I 
have struggled against the change, but 
have been unable to resist it. I grieve that 
we have surrendered to such innovations. 

Baptists Résist Change. 

“Another change of usage that I regret 
is in the terms applied to different denom- 
inations and persuasions. The persuasions 
are not called denominations now, but 
churches. The Catholic aenomination is 
called the Catholic church now, and all 
the other denominations are referred to as 
churches instead of their rightful titie— 
denominations. 

“Baptists are still resisting this change 
and are fighting against such a misapplied 
term. None of the new usages can be 
demonstrated to be scriptural, and it is 
certainly wrong to use them in place of 
those found in the Bible. I am glad that 
I am not umder the domination of English 
usage. I am glad that I do not have to ac- 
cept the new terms. We have 4a higher law 
than English usage. 

“The Catholic church is not the assembly 
of the first born who have their names 
enrolled in heaven. Many who belong to 
the Catholic church have not their names 
enrolled in heaven and many who have 
their names enrolled there are members of 
other denominations. It is presumption for 
the Catholic denomination to claim that 
theirs is the church that is built on the 
rock and that ff is the only church. There 
is no promise that the Catholic body shall 
endure forever. 

“Sometimes the Episcopal church people 
claim that they are built on the rock. 
Many members of the Episcopal chureh do 
not have their names enrolled in heaven. 
There is no promise for the Episcopal 
church. The promise that the gates of hell 
shall not prevail relates alone to the univer- 
sal church. 

“Every church has okeitudes of members 
who do not belong to the body of Christ. 
For any one church to claim that they are 
the one church that is built on a rock is 
an act of assumption that will be readily 
resented by the other churches. 

What the Universal Church Is. 

“The universal church is the one of 
which Christ is the head. It has no out- 
ward organization. It is God himself. All 
other churches partake of the imperfection 
of human organization. In this universal 
church there shail be glory to God. It 
shall endure forever, even after thg heav- 
ens have been folded up and the church 
bodies have passed up in thé general con- 
flagration. { 

“It. has been affirmed that the universal 
church is invisible, but this.is not true. 
The universal church of God is set like a 
lamp on a hill, whose light cannot be 
hidden. Its visibility is the visibility of its 
members. It is great’in scope, and cannot 
all be seen at once. The astronomer can 
look over the heavens and see the stars 
shining there, but he cannot see them all 
atone time. The universal church is 
the same way. It is too great to bo com- 
passed by one man at one time. 

‘It is common to glorify old times and 
depreciate the present, but I am not one 
of those who do that. I think that the 
church is better today. Qur membership 
is constantly growing. 

“All churches require that ‘all members 
be believers in God. This requirement pte- 
cludes the idea of ¢hildrem being in the 
church. It is wrong for babies or children 
‘to be joined to a church. There is no 
swifter or surer method of corrup‘ting the 
church. Children have no place in the 
church. 

“The peril of the church fies today in the 
signal favor of God. Our membership kas 
grown from a small handful to many mil- 

lions, who cannot be controlled by regular 
apostolic methods. 

“Churches should s§Sudy to resist innowa- 
They should faithfully guard the 
old constitution of the church which wes 
founded on diving. wisdom. Meanwhile tet 
us be instant in prayer that God will pro- 


tect us from enefeachment, and changes. 


Let us resist anything that seeka to dver- 
righ od the individual church that is with- 
us. 
Pca change in usage is the method 
of baptism. Baptism is rightly performed 
by immersion. As I -understand the scrip- 
tures, immersion fs essential to a Christian 
baptism. *Immersion is an indispensable

The fight Is now on between Mrs. Gunn 
and mrs.

There has been filed in the court of or- 
dinary by Mrs. Moore's counsel, her formal 
protest against the granting of administra- 
tion papers to the widow, as reeently ap- 
plied for by Mrs. Qunn’s attorneys. 

The case will come up for a hearing be- 
fore Ordinary Mulsey, and to say that it 
will be a hard-fought one is expressing it 
mildly. Some of the ablest attorneys in 
the city have been engaged by the two 
principals to make the legal battle, and 
when the first sign of smoke appears, mat- 
ters will immediately become decidedly in- 
teresting. 

The story of the case is most interest- 
ing. 

Some months ago—last May—Mr. John 
Gunn, of North Dakota, accompanied by 
his wife, came to Atlanta, making their 
residence at the Hotel Jackson. 

With Mr. Gunn came $5,000 {in hard cash, 
which he deposited in several different 
banks of the city. This vast amount of 
money was the proceeds of the sale of 
valuable property in the far western state. 
It is claimed that Gunn converted his prop- 
erty into cash for the reason that he in- 
tended coming to Atlanta to live the re- 
mainder of his life in ease and comfort, 
and not to be troubled with business cares. 
He left behind about $15,000 worth of real 
estate. 

Shortly after his arrival in Atlanta, Mr. 
Gunn was stricken ill. He lingered for 
some time and then died, without leaving 
a@ vestage of a will or testament. Accord- 
ingly Mrs. Gunn procured Messrs. King 
& Spalding to represent her, und filed ap- 
‘plication for letters of administration of 
the estate. 

About this time Mrs. Amanda Moore, of 
Worth Carolina, a married sister of the 
dead man, appeared upon the scene, claim- 
ing that she was entitled to almost balf of 
the estate under the laws of North Lukota.

Medicine 
ent free from observation to all parts of 


Individual Citizen Will Notice It if He 
~—-Has Much Property, 


REFORM HAS NOT HURT CITY 


The Treasury Has Money and the City 
Will Probably Not Have to 
Borrow This Year. 


With the advent of tax reform in the 
local municipal government the question 
naturally arises as to what pro rata the 
taxpayer saves over that of last year. 

The assessor’s books show some very in- 
teresting figures on this point. 

For instance, a property owner who pald 
taxes on $16,000 in the year 1896 paid $240. 
This year he pays on the same amount only 
$200, thus saving even $40. Again, take the 
smaller amount of $1,600. In 1896 & man’s 
taxes on that sum was $24. This year it 
is $4 less, or only $20. 

Thus it is seen that the saving is no 
small matter. It has been the popular cry 
in years past that the people were taxed 
too heavfiy. But this year, judging from 
the promptness with which taxes are being 
paid, it appears that this cry will be heard 
much less, Tax Collector Payne said yes- 
terday that he had heard no complaints so 
far that the assessment was too high or 
that any tax was too great. 

This fact is strong evidence that the 
tax reform movement is meeting with gen- 
eral approval. 

There is another feature of the reform 
movement that has attracted considerable 
attention, and that is the system of col- 
lecting taxes quarterly. ~ 
This system is something new in Atlanta’s 
history, and when it was first suggested 
fears were entertained that the plan was 


| not feasible, but since April 1st, the time 


for paying the first quarter, all of these 
fears have disappeared. 

From all sides only words of approval 
can be heard. 

In speaking of the tax reform movement 
yesterday, May Collier said: 

“The reduction of the rate from $1.80 to 
$1.25, though appearing to be slight, means 
much on the whole. While it does not af- 
fect the small taxpayer to any great ex- 
tent, it. means a great saving to the big 
man.

“Just now we are having quite a heavy 
expense, owing to the many department 
payrolls to be met. But in the face of all 
this we will get through on what is col- 
lected. 

“The quarterly system of paying ts meet- 
ing with much approval. It is these quar- 
terly payments that will keep the city in 
sufficient funds to prevent negotiating for 
a loan, and when we can refrain from 
worrowing money we can soon get out of 
debt, and gradually each year the tax rate 
will be reduced, thereby raising the bur- 
den from the shotilders of our _tax- 
payers.” . 

The assessor’s books show that all sub- 


and -these property owners are paying on 
less values this year than last. 
As to central property the figures re- 
main about-the same;: but, nevertheless, a 
saving is shown, owing to the reduced 
rate. : 
In the face of all this saving to property 
owners, when the chief books are checked 
up it will show that the amount collected 
this year will b& very little Jess than last. 
The city will make up the deficiency on the 
increase of improvements to central prop- 
erty and the many new industries and 
businesses that have come here within 
the last few months. ° : 
Taking it on the whole, the tax reform 
movement has not hurt the city treasury, 
but rather helped it. And fhe saving to the 
taxpayers will show up to be no small mat- 
ter at the end of the year.

A Rhode Island Company Asks For & 
Receiver For a Debtor. 


CHARGES BREACH CONTRACT 


It Is Alleged That the Deuglassville 
Hosiery and Cotton Mill Co. Was 
Trying to Sell Machinery. 


The Providence Knitting Milles Saturday 
filed a petition in the United States court 
asking for the appointment of a receiver 
for the Douglasville Hosiery and Cotton 
Mills Company. 

The petition looks vefy innocent on its 
surface, but it is. said that a small-sized 
sensation is lurking behind it. 

The Providence Knitting Mills is a Rhode 
Island company, and the defendant cor- 
poration is located at Douglasville, Ga. 

In the petition of the Providence com- 
pany, it is alleged that in March, 1896, the 
Providence Knitting Mills contracted to sell 
to the Georgia company knitting machinery 
worth $24,000. The petitioners claim that 
they sent the first shipment of Joachines, 
which was valued at $5,830. They claim 
that the Douglasville company failed to 
pay for the first shipment, and the Rhode 
Island company refused to send the other 
machines, unless the Douglasville com- 
pany gave its note for the $5,830. This the 
company refused to do, and the Rhode 
Island people claimed that the Georgia 
company had made a breach of cuntract. 

The petitioners claim that they were al- 
ways ready to comply -with the terms of 
the contract, but were prevented by the 
Douglasville company not opening and 
Operating its factory as promised. The 
petitioners allege that in failing to 
open and operate the mills, the Douglasville 
company made another breach of contract. 
They further allege that they learned 
some time since that the Douglasville com- 
pany was trying to sell out the machinery 
and assets, and attempting to cispose of 
its whole plant; that the Douglasville com- 
pany then tried to settle for the machinery 
by offering to pay $3,500 of the $5,830. 

It is claimed that the Georgia company 
said that if the $3,500 was not accepted, 
the Rhode Island people could take the 
machinery back. 

The petitioners further allege that the 
Douglasville mills company, instead of 
operating the mius, is trying to dispose of 
its assets, and the petitioners want the 
court to enjoin the Douglasville company 
from interfering with the property, and 
they further beg that a receiver be ap- 
pointed to take charge of the assets. 

Judge Newman passed an order enjoin- 
ing the owners of the mills from inter- 
fering in any way with the assets of the 
mills. He set next Wednesday as a day 
for hearing the petition for receiver. The 
Douglasville mills are owned by several 
people of Douglasville. Simon Baer is 
president of the company, and Colonel , 
Joe James is secretary and treasurer. Some 
lively charges of mismanagement of cer- 
tain capital stock may be made. Very lit- 
tle of the capital stock was ever paid in.

THE DUKE OF TETUAN. 


Something About Spanish Ministers, 
Who Is at the Head of Affairs. 


* From The Washington Star. 


Few persons know that the sternest ene- 
my of American interference in Spanish 
colonial affairs—the man who dictates to 
Minister Dupuy de Lome at Washington 
his bitterly anti-Cuban policy—in short, the 
present powerful holder of the Spanish 
portfolio of foreign affairs, is an Irish 
chieftain in his own right, and the owner 
of a name famous in the history of Ire- 


land. Such is, however, the case. His grace’ 


the duke of Tetuan, Spanish minister of 
foreign affairs in the Canovas ministry, 
claims to be lord of Donegal in Ireland, 
and rejoices in the/very Milesian patro- 
nymic of Charles Oponne 

Senor Alejandro Ribera, licentiate of the 
University of Salamanca, and now a resi- 


dent of New York city, claims kinship with — 


the Hiberno-Spanish grandee. Indeed, Senor 
Ribera accompanied the duke to Vienna in 
a secretarial position during the year 1877. 
Speaking of his former chief, he says: “‘The 
duke of Tetuan was born in 1834, and is, 
therefore, sixty-three years of age. In ap- 
pearance he is the typical Castilian noble- 
man, of stately presence, fine face, and 
dignified manners. Age has somewhat 
robbed him of his once soldierly port, and 
his hair and mustache are almost white. 
But his eyes are as bright as they were 
twenty years ago in Vienna, when he laid 


‘the foundations of’ the present queen of 


Spain’s sovereignty. The duke is very 
proud of his name and Irish descent, but 
apart from this the distinguished services 
which his ancestors have rendered to 
Spain since their exile from the mother 


country might well give him cause for 


eratification.” 

Don Felipe Castro, the Spanish vice con- 
sul in New York, said, in the absence of 
Consul General Balasaro, that the present 
incumbent of the forefgn office at Madrid 
is one of the most popular persons who 
have ever held that npt 4 he 0 especially 

the consular ser- 
vice, whose chief he is. 

“T have met the duke of Tetuan,”’ said 
Don Felipe, “on several occasions. He is a 
dignified gentleman, but his dignity is no 
mere 
he is a keen and able stateman. Most of 
the foreign negotiations—the loans and 
other affairs, for which entire credit has 
been given to Senor Canovas, are actually 
due to the mind of the duke of Tetuan. I

n Felipe, speaking of the friendship 
which long éxisted between Marshal Mac- 
Mahon, president of the French republic, 
and his chief, said: “It had its origin in 
a correspondence over the two distinguish- 
ed men’s Irish ancestry. MacMahon, like 
O'Donnell, claimed to be the head or heir 
of his clan in Ireland. Their intimacy was 
Only interrupted by the death of the sturdy 
old ex-president, and the duke of Tetuan 
posted all the way from Madrid to be in 
time for his friend's funeral.”’ 

Spain and its erstwhile colonies possess 
many distinguished, families of Irish name 
and blood, not the least notable of which 
is that of O’Donnell, O’Reillys, O’Neills, 
O’Donahus, Lynches, O’Mahers, Fitzger- 
alds, Purcells, O’Higginses, and a legion of 
others figure in the Hiberno-Spanish or 
Hispano-Irish annals, After fhe, fall of 
IAmerick in 1691 hundreds of the exiled 
Irish, of good birth, took refuge in the 
armies of Europe, which gladly wélcomed 
these experienced soldiers and well-born 
gentlemen. Throughout the term of penal 
laws which ensued no professed Roman 
Catholic could enter the British army or 
navy, or hold any civil position of conse- 
quence, As a result the Milesian Irish sent 
their younger sons over seas, to earn 
abroad the titles and honors which were 
denied them at home. France, Spain and 
Austria had all their Irish brigades, and 
Irish generals were to be found in every 
European service, save, perhaps, that of 
Sweden. Among the exiles were two 
younger sons of the particular branch of 
the O’Donnell family to which the duke 
of ‘Tetuan belongs. 

In the reign of JamesI, Niall Gary O’Don- 
nell was prince of Tyrconnell, lord of the 


mountainous country of Donegal and chief 


of his name and race. He.warred valiant- 
ly against the English, but was at length 


_taken prisoner, and died in the tower of 


London. From the brother of this chief, 
Charles Oge O’Donnell, descended the two 
young exiles referred to. ‘They were Henry 
and Joseph O’Donnell of Wilford Lodge, 
in the County Mayo. 

Henry entered the Austrian service and 
rose to be a baron and a major general. 
There was no need to ennoble him, as in 
Spain all the Irish exiles were recognized 
as nobles ready made. This Neutenant 
general, Don Joseph, left four sons, all 
distinguished in the army of their. adopted 
country. The eldest, Don Jose O’Donnell, 
was captain general of Castile, and the 
youngest—Don Enrique—was the famous 
Iieutenant General O’Donnell, count of 
Abisbad, régent of Spain in 1812 and cap- 
tain general of Andalusia. The second of 
the four, Don Carlos, also a lNeutenant 
general, and a knight of St. Ferdinand, 
died in 1930, leaving two children, of whom 
the eldest, Don Carlos O’Donnell, was the 
father of the present duke of Tetuan; while 
the second was the renowed Field Marshal 
Don Leopoldo O’Donnell, first duke of that 
name. 

The field marshal duke died in 1867, hav- 
ing attained the Joftiest honors and digni- 
ties before ‘his fiftieth year—the year of his 
premature demise. All his titles and es- 
tates passed to his nephew, ‘Don Carlos, 
now duke of Tetuan, Marquis O’Donnell, 
and count of Lucena. 

The second duke was born “with a silver 
spoon jn his mouth,’’ as the old saw has it. 
The son of General Don Carlos O’ Donnell, 
who fell gallantly on the side of the pre- 
tender Don Carlos in 1835, and the nephew 
and heir of the powerful field marshal and 
prime minister, he possessed the affections 
of both Carlist and royalist parties. Born 
in 1834, he was educated at the queen 
mother’s expense, and became a page in 
her household. He entered the diplomatic 
service, and in 1867, on his uncle’s death, 
succeeded to the title and the immense 
fortune left by that dignitary. In 1875-76 
he was sent to Vienna as Spanish ambas- 
sador extraordinary and minister plenipo- 
tentiary, and while in Austria intrigued 
successfully to bring about an attachment 
between the young King Alfonso XIII and 
the Grand Duchess Christima, now queen 
of Spain. When that monarch made Chris- 
tina his second wife, the duke of Tetuan’s 
position at court was assured. In Can- 
ovas’s first administration he became min- 
ister of foreign affairs—a post for which 
his long experience as ambassador had 
eminently fitted him. He has occupied the 
foreign office whenever Canovas was printe 
minister, since then. A rigid conservative, 
he is popular with all classes, and will be 
Canovas’s natural successor for the prime 
ministership whenever that famous states- 
man passes Qway or retires, : 

The duke of Tetuan marriéd in 1863, and 
has three sons—Don Julian Patricio 0’ Don- 
neil, born in 1864; Don Carios Alfonso 
©’ Donnell, born in 1869, and Don Leopoldo 
Patricio O’Donnell, born in 1874. One of 
these young men is now serving as aid-de- 
camp to General Weyler iin Cuba. 

The journal of the Royal Irish Society of 
Antiquaries on October 6, 1890, pubiished 
the following letter from the duke of Te- 
tuan: 

“My ancestor, Niall Gary O’Donnell, wae 
the last recognized prince of Tyrconnell 
and chief of his name. As his lineal male 
representative I claim the heirship of those 
honors. If I am proud of being a Spaniard 
by birth, I am quite as proud of being an 
Irishman by descent, and I sign myself 
‘Carlos O'Donnell of Tyrconnell’ with as 
much heartfelt exaltation as I do ‘Te- 
tuam. ’ 8 

The duke is an honorary member of the 
learned Irish body to which he wrote this 
letter. It is said of him, in circles diplo- 
matic, that for years he constantly refuged 
the ambassadorship to England because 
of the wrongs which, he declared, had 
been inflicted upon his ancestors by Eng- 


land and her sovereigns,

He found that it would take a long time 
to baptize the applicants one at a time, 
so he performed the ceremony going and 
coming, tw> at a time, and always ready 
for one more. He stood in the middle of the 
pool and waited for the penitents. They 
came flocking down the middle aisle of the 
church and stepped into the pool. One 
would go on the right. and the other on 
the left side of the pastor. 

He would then pronounce the words 
which usually accompany the ceremony, 
except that he changed it to the plural 
instead of saying it in the singular. As 
he pronounced the words two kinky black 
heads would disappear under the water. 
In a second they would reappear, drenched 
with the baptismal waters, but holding 
two bright, flashing and happy eyes. 

This was repeated just forty-one times, 
and on each occasion the penitents would 
walk to the edge of the pool shouting with 
joy and waiting to see who would be the 
next pair. The water was rather cold, and 
this caused some of the less demonstrative 
part

FROM PENURY TO FAME. 


A Californian Incident in Life of Gen- 
eral U. 8S. Grant. 
From The San Francisco Chronicle. <¢ 

“T have not a cent to my name; will you 
allow me to sleep tonight on ‘that lounge?” 

“You need not do that,’’ was the answer; 
‘there ig a dollar for your lodgings.” 

“T am greatly obliged, but I will save 
the dollar by. sleeping on th» lounge and 
use the dollar for my er and break- 
fast.’’ 

So this man who was aby and pennil- 
less slept on a rickety old lounge in a 
back office in San Francisco and (for he 
had no piace in which to lay His head) the 
next morning said he had slept well. He 
added, with a pleased look, that he had 
saved his dollar. Ten years later this 
shabty and penniless man, having chang- 
ed his fortunes by his own exertions and 
received the ‘sur- 
render of General Robert E. Lee, for the 
shabby man was no other than Ulysses 8. 
Grant. 

The story was told a few evenings ago 
by General W. H. L. Barnes to an assem- 
blage of army and navy officers, active 
and retired,..representing.the regular and 
the volunteer service, mostly men whose 
beards and hair have 
since they threw their caps in the air, 
nearly thirty-two years ago, when Lee 
capitulated at Appomattox. 
was one of the California commandery of 


the Military Order of the Loyal Legion of: 


the United States, and the occasion was 
designated as a “Grant night.’”’ Speech- 
making was the order of the evening, and 
it all referred to Ulysses 8. Grant, whose 
portrait, enwreathed with American flags 
and crowned with laurels, was suspended 
over the table on saute the repast was 
laid. 

The two principal iiiinien were General 
W. H. lL. Barnes and Bishop Newman, 
the one robust and athletic, standing 
erectly, h eyes sparkling with good 
health and a keen enjoyment of the occa- 
sion; the other, equally well known as an 


orator throughout the United States, tall 


of figure, but bowed somewhat by years. 
“Both had new stories of General Grant, 
which have never previously been in print. 


“Those told by General Barnes were local 


and brought into the consideration of the 
coaracteristics and exploits of the great 
military leader a racy touch of early Cal- 
ifornia. The meeting of the commandery 
was held in the Occidental hotel, not very 
fay from that office where the penniless 
Grant, dreaming not of fame, slept to save 
a doliar that he might have enough to 
purchase two meals and avoid geing hun- 
gry.

New York, Captain Richard L, Ogden was | 
at that time a clerk in the office of the 
United States quartermaster at San Frane 
cisco. Some time after my arrival in Cal- 
ifornia he told me a story concerning Cap- 
tain Grant, the entire accuracy of which 
I have no reason to question, which tl- 
lustrates very clearly the condifion in which 
he was at that time.” 

Then General Barnes, who has been mak- 
ing a stuay of all that appertained to Gen- 
eral Grant, gave Captain Ogden’s story for 
the first time, which he (Barnes) recenuy 
copied from Captain Ogden’s diary, the nar- 
rative, in Captain Oxden’ 8 words, running 
as follows: 

“As I was about closing the office @ 
shabbily dressed person came. in and in- 
quired’ for Major Ajlen, quartermaster, 
who had just left. I did not at. first recog- 
nize him, but on asking if I could attend 
to his business with the major he produced 
a certificate for per diem service on a court- 
martial, which, of course, identiffed him. 
The certificate entitled him to about #0, 
but it was incorreétly drawn and virtually 
void, of which fact I informed him, and 
also that we were destitute of funds where- 
with to pay in any case, whereupon his 
countenance fell and a look of utter despair 
came over it. 

“He turned to leave the office, then hes- 
itated a moment, and, turning back, asked 
me if I would allow him to sleep on the old 
lounge in Major Allen’s room, ‘for, said 
he, ‘I have not a dent to my name.’ I said, 
‘You need not do that.. Here is $1 for your 
lodgings.’ He replied, ‘I am greatly obliged 
but, with your permission, I will use the 
dollar for my dinner and breakfast and ‘the 
lounge will save me the dollar.’ 8o he 
slept gn the rickety old lounge and I found 
him there when I went to the office early 
in the morning, and when I said, ‘You, had 
‘Oh, no; I slept ‘well 
and saved my @ollar.’”’ 

Some account of the straits to which 
Ulysses S. Grant was put on this occasion 
of California interest has been made here- 
tofore, but the full particulars are, it is 
believed, now told for the first'time. A 
few days tater than this Grant had left 
San Francisco, not to return again until 
he had been the victorious leader of the 
army of the United States in the greatest 
wat of modern times, and president and 
fresh from the honors which the crowned 
heads of the world delighted to bestow 
upon him, once more passed through the 
Golden Gate, which he had last gone out 
of in penury. 

‘‘He told me that the certificate,” so runs 
Captain Ogden’s diary, in continuance, 
“was a matter'of much importance to him, 
as he had depended upon it to pay his steer- 
age passage east, ‘and without it I can’t do 
it.’ I was so struck with his look of de- 
jection that I said, ‘Well, I will 


cash the certificate personally and can send ~ 


{t back to Oregon for correction. His face 
brightened up all at-»once and, signing. the 
usual voucher, he said, ‘I am greatly 
obliged to you for this favor, and now I 
must go and get my’ticket.’ 

“It occurred to me-that I could help 
him in that direction, too, possibly, and 
said, ‘I. will go to the office with you and 
may get you some concession.’ Walking 
over to the Pacific Mail Steamship office 
I left him outside, and, going in, explained 
the case to Mr. Babcock. We were pay- 
ing the company thousands of dollars for 
transportation, and I frequently obtained 
concessions for officers in the way of free 
passes for ‘their farfiilles; hence did not 
hesitate to act. 4 : 

‘Mr. Babcock, in his prompt, off-hand 
way, said, ‘What do you want?’ I said, 
‘As near a free pass as you can give in the 
cabin.’ He called to the ticket clerk, Mr. 
Havens, and gave orders to issue a cabin 
ticket on payment of the regular cabin 
fare across the isthmus, which the compa- 
ny had to pay fer @ach ‘passenger, which, 
in his case, was tapgamount to.a free pass 
to New York. 

‘IT came out of the office and announced 
my success to Captain Grant, who. as a 
matter of course was delighted, as the ar- 
rangement left him with some little 
money ($15) in his pocket when he landed 
in New York to get home with. Having 
occasion to.go to the steamer again to see 
some friends off, I men the captain 
(Grant) again and he showed me the nice 
stateroom that had fallen to his lot, and 
said: ) 

“ “This is a great luxury and what I did 
not expect, cnd I am indebted to you for 


it. The prospect of ever being able to re- 


ciproeate is certainly remote, but strange 


‘things happen in this world and there is 


no knowing.’ ”’ 

With these prophetic words on his lips 
Ulysses §S. Grant sailed. Four years he 
vegetated on his Missouri farm. He was 
always a dreamer and always a mystery. 
He failed to make @ success at farming 
and went to Galena, IIll., where he at- 
tempted to’carry on the leather business 
with his father. He was clerk’ and shop- 
keeper and delivered. with his own hands 
the goods that he sold. When he had lets- 
ure he chopped wood for his own kitchen 
stove. 

The government of the United States, 
when the civil war broke out did not ae- 
cept his offer to tak@ a commission in the 
army. McClelland declined to give him a 
place on his staff. He'recruited an Illinois 
regiment and the governor of that state 
made him a colonel in command of the 
regiment which he had brought into ex- 
istence. Then he -became a brigadier- 
general of volunteers, and soon after, as 
General Barnes phrases it, “this leather 
dealer who did his own wash and spiit his 
own wood, this. listless, sluggish, ineffec- 
tive citizen upon his on motion, was per- 
mitted to capture Fort Henry and Fort 
Donelson with 15,000 prisoners.’’ 

Amid the singular amnals and reverses 
of those who haye figured in the world’s 
history as conquerers, there is no circum- 
stance more striking than that of the 
man who, ten years later, was the greatest 
of modern generals, coming into San 
Francisco penniless and hungry and hop- 
ing, at the best, to be able to get in some 
way to New York in the steerage of a Pa- 
cific mail steamer, thé full account of 
which is authentically given In the fore- 
going. It ranks with the fact indicated 
by Ulysses S. Grant When he is reported 
to have said, “I had no fondness for mili- 
tary duty and went into the army because 
I thought I would prefer that to the tan- 
ning business.

He Held a Policy in the Preferred 
Accident. 


HE IS NOW A FUGITIVE FROM JUSTICE 


The Preacher. Lost Buoih Hands in a 
Peculiar Way After Taking Out 
Accident Policies. 


Rev. A. Richard Fowler, the handless 
Presbyterian minister, who has figured 
so prominently in several suits against 
accident insurance companies, will not 
get the $2,500 he wanted from the Preferred 
Accident Insurance Company, of New 
York. 

Fowler’s career has been remarkable. 
He had himself insured in accident insur-

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ance companies twice and then a few days 
after securing his policy in each instance 
he suffered the loss of a hand by having 
it biown off with a gun. 

The first time Fowler insured in the 
Aetna and seven days later, while out 
hunting, his right hand was blown off. 

Not long afterwards he took a policy in 
the Preferred Accident Company for $2,500. 
A few days after this, while riding in a 
buggy with a friend, a gun which he car- 
ried across his knees exploded and tore 
off the remaining hand. 

The insurance people claim that the ac- 
cident occurred before Fowler got his 
policy, and for that reason they refused 
to pay it.. The case has been in the courts 
for a long time and for several weeks has 
been up in the United States courts. 

Saturday the court decided the case in 
favor of the insurance company, and 


knocked the preacher out of his coveted : 


cash. 

Fowler is now a fugitive from justice. 
It is alleged that he is a._common cheat 
and swindler, and a warrant is held against 
him on that charge. It is claimed that he 
obtained in Elberton nearly a thousand dol- 
lars by means of forged notes. 

A warrant was sworn out against him 
on that charge, but he skipped. The of- 
ficers tollowed him to Anniston and ar- 
rested him there, but he escaped in some 
way and has not been heard of since.

To cover the scope of art in a 
single lecture would be as impossible as 
to cover the scope of life. 

“A critic has put it wisely, but coldly: 
‘Art is properly human skill in construct- 
ing. When the end sought and the result 
secured in the employ of human skill is 
an article for man’s use, wifhout regard 
to its beauty, that skill tn constructing 
belongs to the class of useful arts. When 
the end sought and the result secured by 
this skill is an object that awakens pleas- 
urable emotions with reference to the 
idea of utility, that work of skill belongs 
to the fine arts.’ 

“The quality in ourselves which is touch- 
ed by the fine arts, which hungers for 
them and answers to them, is loftier than 
the mere--aesthetic, more emotive than 
mere intellect, more human and moral 
than mere spirit. Something of it has been 
caught and made captive in the fetters of 
language in those lines from the most 
eternal, miost spiritually intellectual of 
English poets: ‘ 

“The awful shadow of some unseen power 
Floats tho’ unseen amongst us, visiting 
This various world with as inconstant

Mr. J. Henly Smith Tells of His Con- 
nection with the Case, | 


YOUNG MAN NOT A CRIMINAL 


To Save His Future Life Mr. Smith 
Says Himself and Associates 
Took the Steps. 


A great deal of talk has been caused 
during the past few days regarding the 
dismissal of the Case of the United States 
vs. Charles H. Mobley and the connection 
of Mr. J. Henly Smith in the matter. 

It will be remembered that young Mobley 
was a clerk in the Atlanta postoffice, turn- 
ing up short to the amount of about $500. 
This amount was made good by the 
friends of the young man. 

The case never came to trial and through 
the efforts of Mr. Smith and other parties 
it was thrown out of court last week. 

Mr. Smith made the following statement 
about the matter yesterday: 

What Mr. Smith Says. 


“Tt might criticize the accuracy of some 
of the statements; I might show, by stat- 
ing facts, that Charley Mobley has none 
of the crime of a common embezzler at- 
tached to him, and that he did not aim 
or desire or intend to defraud the govern- 
ment; but I forbear. 

“I do not say that he did no wrong; 
what he did was a great wrong, and he 
should not have done it. I have no Jjusti- 
fication to offer for what he did, and [I 
sincerely advise all persons not to do s0; 
but I do claim the palliation for his wrong. 
cat he: did not intend to defraud or 
rob. 

“When it first came to my knowledge, 
Mr. Forrest Adair and- myself undertook 
the work of a thorough investigation. We 
went to the bottom facts and found out 
just what Charley had done, and why. 

“We both came deliberately, candidly 
and fully to the conclusion that he ought 
not to be sent to the penitentiary. He had 
not started out on a course of wrong-do- 
ing; he was not a hardened criminal. He 
had, and has, no bad habits, and we de- 
sired to save him and his good father, 
mother and sisters from whatever pain 
and mortification we could, believing it 
would be right to do so; and we very 8 
clally desired to save Charley and give 
him a chance to rise and establish him- 
self fully in the estimation of the good 
people of the community. We felt confi- 
dent that our labor*“to bring this about 
would not be wasted and that if an op- 
portunity were offered him he would re- 
deem himself and tread the paths of recti- 
tude continually as long as he lived. 

“We. succeeded in what we undertook, 
and we are giad and thankful. We laid 
the facts as they were before the gov- 
ernment officials. These officials, when the 
whole truth was laid before them, came 
to the conclusion that we did. We laid 
plainly beforé them the exact facts; we 
did not enter a plea for mercy, but for 
justice; for the good of the country, and 
of Charles H. Mobley. 

Mobley Not a Criminal. 

“Tf we had had the slightest idea that 
he had entered upon a course of crime, 
or that there was any probability whatever 
of his future life being stained by any 
dishonest acts, we would have let the 
law take its course. This was our delib- 
erate object. We had nothing else in view 
but to save him from punishment if we 
were satisfied he would ever thereafter 
do right. We were fully satisfied on this, 
point; then we set about the work ear- 
nestly, having this great object, and no 
other, in view. 

“Charley’s conduct since then has been 
all that we expected, and we are sure 
he will so live as long as life lasts. We 
are glad and thankful and ask all good 
people to rejoice with us. He is hard at

We 
who labored to secure this chance feel 
sure that our confidence will never be dis- 
appointed or abused.”’

Colored Social Circles Are All Torn U 
Over Pert Lemon Case, 


TRIAL WILL BEGIN TUESDAY 


Are Powell and the Lemon Girl Mar- 
ried?—Ordinary Hulsey Will 
Have To Decide. 


The negroes of Atlanta are dreadfully 
wrought up over the case of Laura Perl 
Lemon and Benjamin Powell, the negro 
couple who seem to be married and yet not 
married, 

When the case was set for a trial last 
Friday afternoon the courthouse corri- 
dor was simply crowded with all sorts 
and descriptions of darkies, all conversing 
in low tones as to what the outcome of 
the whole matter would be. 

The prominence of the principals in the 
strange case among the colored people is 
such that all the church members have 
taken the matter in hand and are bent 
on having the marriage ties broken. 

The case is one ofthe most remarkable 
on record in Fulton county’s history. Some 
time ago Powell procured from the or- 
dinary’s office a license to wed Laura Lem- 
on, The license was returned shortly after 
its issuance with the marriage certificate, 
signed by Rev. Thomas Jefferson, stating 
that he had joined the couple in the holy 
bonds of matrimony. 

Nothing more was heard of the matter 
for a few days. Then a petition was filed 
by Messrs. Glenn & Rountree, as attorneys 
for the Lemon girl, declaring fhat the al- 
leged ceremony had not taken place and 
praying that the license be rtot admitted 
to record. Judge Hulsey heard the petition 
and temporarily ordered that the license 
wh be filed, setting the case for last Fri- 
ay. 

When the trial was called, Colonel Dan 
Rountree was engaged in another court 
and the case was postponed. Wt will 
now come up for a hearing Tuesday after- 
noon at 3:30 o’clock, 

Judge Hulsey will be requested to hold 
the trial in Jutige Candler’s basement 
courtroom in order to'allow the large num- 
ber of negroes interested in the question 
to hear the case. 

At the hearing the congregations of near- 
ly all the Methodist colored churches, and 
those of other denominations, wifi be pres- 
ent. Two prominént parsons are directly 
connected with the affair and one of them 
will no doubt be in the hottest kind of 
water before the end is reached. 

This will be Parson Thomas Jefferson, 
he of Tae classic old democratic cognomen. 
This accommodating preacher signed the 
marriage certificate, declaring that he wed- 
ded the dusky couple, Later this same 
man sighed the affidavit attached to Laura 
Per!’s petition to the court, and in it swore 
that he did not perform the ceremony. 

It is now said that Jefferson has affixed 
his signature to a second affidavit to the 
effect that he believes he did wed the pair 
after all. When the parson is placed on 
the witness stand something is going to 
happen.
